Among the various subjects which press forward their claims to 
our attention at the commencement of the present year, the posi- 
tion of the Great Western Railway, with relation to those subject# 
of inquiry which have been pending for the last ‘few monthe, 
claims certainly a prominent place. In any future history of rail- 
way construction in this country, the Great Western will, un- 
doubtedly, afford matter for a curious and instructive chapter, 
which may be perused with equal advantage by directors, share- 
holders, and engineers. The line itself is undoubtedly one of the 
finest which the country affords—one which stands equally con- 
spicuous for its public advantages and its certainty of affording 
highly remunerative results. To so magnificent a prize public at- 
tention was accordingly directed at an early period of railway con- 
struction—capital was soon forthcoming—directors of the highest 
respectability were appointed, and, after a severe, protracted, and’ 
memorable contest in Parliament, the Act was finally obtained for 
the execution of the undertaking—a triumph which stimulated the 
progress of the railway system to so great a degree, as almost to 
form an epoch in its history. 

In commencing an undertaking of such magnitude and expense, 
the necessity for caution and prudence, in all that regarded its con- 
struction, was obvious; and had this necessity received greater con- 
sideration, the late unpleasant events would certainly never have 
occurred. It is not an agreeable task to censure honourable and 
upright men for errors of judgment, which time and experience 
could alone bring to light ; yet it is impossible to avoid seeing that 
any considerable deviation from the ordinary principles of railway 
construction, in an undertaking of such great magnitude, was a 
bold experiment indeed, and involved consequences of the highest 
importance both to the company and its engineer. To determine 
how far it is safe or prudent to venture out of the beaten track, to 
say precisely where the fair limit of experimental improvement 
ends, and the point of rash innovation begins, are nice themes of 
controversy, which we shall not here enter upon. In our opinion, 
Mr. Brunet rather exceeded the former bound, although we are 
by no means disposed to join in the cry which has been raised 
against him, or to consider his errors of such magnitude as many 
have described them. In proposing’ the peculiarities which dis- 
tinguish the construction of the Great Western Railway, Mr. 
Brune was doubtless actuated by the most praiseworthy mo- 
tives, and similar feelings could alone have influenced the directors 
in giving sanction to his propositions—while, it must be remem- 
bered, that the risk of failure is absolutely inseparable from the 
attempt to introduce improvement. 

We are thus disposed to consider that the peculiarities of con- 
struction, which have occasioned so much animadversion, were 
correct and justifiable in principle, although, perhaps, carried to & 
somewhat hazardous extent in practice, yet, to our mind, great 
palliation may be found for this. If experiment be desirable in 
railway construction (and what engineer will assert that it has 
arrived at perfection ?), there is scarcely a line in England more 
isolated from other lines, as regards the direction of its traffic, than 
the Great Western, and, therefore, better adapted for such experi- 
ment. Stretching across the country in a direction transverse to 
the course of most other lines—opening a communication between 
the two great ports of London and Bristol, and affecting only by 
its peculiarities the lines which traverse two, or perbaps in time 
three counties, in which railways can never become very numerous, 
the Great Western certainly offered strong inducement for experi- 
ments, which were elsewhere impracticable. Taking ail these cir- 
cumstances dispassionately into account, it does not appear to us 
that the exaggerated statements which have been put forward on 
the subject are at all borne out by facts, and that no further error 
can be attributed to Mr. Baunet than having carried into effect 
innovations somewhat greater than strict prudence may have war- 
ranted. Even as regards this, it must not be forgotten that much thag 
has been said and written is merely matter of opinion, upon which 
even engineers are by no means well agreed, while we can hardly 
yet consider that the working of the system has had such a fair 
trial as would afford sufficient grounds for the formation of a deci- 
sive public judgment. 

In considering the present position of this undertaking, it ie ob- 
vious that the partics most deeply concerned are the shareholders, 
to whose property an immense, though we trust but temporary de- 
preciation, has resulted. For this great depreciation we have 
never been able to discover any adequate cause; it has appeared to 
us rather to have arisen from the matter having been taken up with 
strong symptome of party spirit—from the circulation of exagge- 
rated statements on subjects which professional men alone could 
correctly estimate—in fact, from unfounded panic, rather than 
calm and rational consideration. The disputed points have now 
however, been submitted to high and competent authonty, and ia- 
vestigated with care, and we doubt not, with impartiality also. 
The reports of Mr. Nrctootas Woop and Mr. Hawxenaw are 
now before us, and will shortly come under the consideration of 
the assembled proprietors, when the futur? course of proceeding 
will no doubt be determined upon. 

It would here be useless to enter at length cpon th@ elaborate

The evidence and arguments offered on behalf of the plaintiff were for the 
of showing that the mioes and quarrics were well worth 165,000/., 
and all imputation of fraud was denied. Reference was made to the report 
of Mr. Griffith, the eminent engineer, in 1519, in which he spoke of the rich 
quality of the ore found in the mines, and to other reports made by miners, 
&e., in which they gave a favourable opinion as to the benefits likely to re 
sult from working the mines of copper, ant opening the slate quarries. In 
1894 Lord Audley, seeing himself in embarra mstances, made alease 
to the Irish Mining Company for thirty-one years at what is called a royalty 
reot of 1-12th, that is to say one clear twel/th of all the ore raised, cleaned, 
and fit for smelting. The Irish Mining Company abandoned the mines in 
1831, after having sustained a loss of upwards of 15,000/., and Lord Audley 
took a surreader of the lease in 1852. Tee plaintiff's bill charged that the 
Irish Mining Company had not worked the mines with skil], or the reauit 
would have been differeat, and that but few parts of the estate were explored 
by them, contrary to an express proviso in their lease. It also referred to 
favourable reports of the mines made by the directors upte 18@a%. The bill 
then proceeded to advert to the formation of the West Cork Mining Com- 
pany, in 1834, and denied the existence of fraud in the aadertaking, or that 
the purchase-money for the lease, 166,000/., was cxorbitant, or beyond the 
fair value. It referred to the al eged statements made by Mr. Vigers him- 
self up to 1836, in which he alleged that their interest ia the mines exceeded 
the purchase-money ; and to evidence the sincerity of his opision be offered 
at that period to buy the shares of any shareholder who was dissatisfied with 
the concern. 

Upon the part of the company, it was represented that Lord Audley 
had reason to know the mines and! quarries were of little or no value, 
and had been worked by himself up to 1822, with a loss of aearly 8000/, 
That as to the opinion of Mr. Griffith, he had occasion to change it in 1824 
or 1825, and such change of opinion had been distinctly communicated to 
Lord Audley. That the Irish Mining Company of Ireland, with a capital of 
half a million, had worked the mines from 1894 to 183), with shill and 
energy, a8 was proved by those in their employment, and ry" had lost up- 
wards of 13,000/, upon the uadertaking. Lord Audley could not allege any- 
thing to the contrary, for ina clause in the surrender of the lense, he, wader 
his own hand, stated that the mines had been worked with zeal and evergy 
by the Irish Miniog Company. It was truce that thes sof this company 
up to 1826 spoke favourably of the results to be cpeunllinees the working of 
the mines, but from 1828 to 1832 the reports were decidedly unfavourable, 
and the event showed thet they were valuciess. In 1633 Lord Audley em- 
ployed two valuators named Adam Murray and Dixon Holmes, to value 
the estate, and the former estimated the mines at 20,0001, and the latter at 
15,0001. Lord Audley subsequently offered the whole estate, land, mines, 
tithes, and all for 100,000/., but could not procure a customer at this price. 
The cross bill then charged that the proceedings connected with the formation 
of the West Cork Mining Company, were the result of a frandalrat conspi- 
racy between Lord Audicy and Joseph Pike, to obtain from deluded aad de- 
ceived shareholders that money which no individual could have been found 
foolish enoegh to advance. ¢ cross bill stated that, in February, 1&4, 
Joseph Pike, when he entered into the contract for a lease with Lord Audicy, 
was his lordship's private and confidential agent, and continued #0 up to the 
time of Lord Audiey's death in January, 1837. The terms of this contract 
were evidence of fraud, for Joseph Pike was to be the ay oe et ey of 
the proposed company, at a salary of 600/. a-year, and was to 
pointmeat of all the officers until otherwise ordered by the directors. 
directors themselves were to receive each a present of fifteen shares (out of those 
reserved to Lord Audiey), aod this bowus amounted to 7504, for each director, 
who thereby was not called upon to stake any y ia the concern, and 
was not likely to oppose the wishes of the individual from whom he 
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Raitsoap raom Asuover ro Clay Cnross.—We understand 
arrangements are in progress for commencing operations for the 
line from Ashbover to join the North Midland Railway near Clay Cross 
forthwith.

The cross bill charged that Lord Audley secretly transferred in 
February, 1835, 500 shares, equal to 25,000!. to Joseph Pike, and although 
it was said by the plaintiff that this was a free gift from Lord Audley jo gra- 
titude for past exertions, such could not be the fact, as Audley was too 
embarrassed & man to give any such sum of money + an equivalent 
consideration. In May, 1835, Lord Audley transferred 95 shares to T. Pike, 
brother to — aod aaditor of theeom y, which were not as yet acecpted, 
but wh ch bad never been repudiated, and such acceptance was not necessary 
to give validity to the transfer. Of the seven directors, one was the partner of 
the plaintiff, Joseph Pike; another the solicitor of Lord Audley; a third the 
tuter of bis lordship's children; aed thus four of the seven were dircetiy 
under his control—a most ¢ fact, particularly when it was considered 
how fong they were to be in office. Asto the alleged statements made by 
Mr. Vigers in July or Angust, 1436, up tojthat period he remained in igno- 
rance of the true state of the compeny, and thie was fully od by his offtr- 
ing to take the shares of any member diceaticfied with is caminan Mr. 
Vigers became « director early in 1896, and it charged ia the cross bill, that 
when be discovered a part of the frauds which had been practised, he re- 
sigord his directorship in October, 1#94, aad in the same mouth fled hie bill 
in the English Court of Chancery, aad also obtained an injunction, verified 
on oath, preveotiog the directors from paying aey farther money to Lord 
Audicy os foot of the contract, and restrainiog Lord Audley from reeeivie 
any farther sume of money. Lord Audicy during bis lifetime never 3 
to set oxide this lejenction. Mr. Pike, an hie carcuter, came over to Ire. 
land and proved the @ill here, instead of je Kegiead, where ali the share. 
hoide:s resided. Ae injasction was thee obtained by Me. Vigers from the 
Lard Chsaceller of Eagiaed, restraining Mr. Pike from farther
